A Celebration  to  Remember 


Avila  College  literally  rolled  out 
the  red  carpet  to  welcome  Dr.  Larry 
Kramer  as  president  of  Avila  College 
during  inaugural  events  April  26. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  alumni, 
faculty,  staff,  students,  family,  and 
friends  gathered  for  Mass  and  In- 
auguration at  1:30  p.m.  in  Avila’s 
Goppert  Theatre.  Robert  J.  Worm- 
ington,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Counselors,  was  the  Master  of 
Ceremonies;  Dr.  Michael  McCar- 
thy, President  of  St.  Mary  of  the 
Plains  College,  Dodge  City, 
Kansas,  delivered  the  Inaugural 
Address. 

During  the  ceremony,  Dr.  Kramer 
and  his  wife,  Jan,  received 
numerous  greetings,  blessings, 
and  gifts.  Alfred  J.  Blasco,  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
presented  Dr.  Kramer  with  a 
Presidential  Medallion  created 
especially  for  the  occasion.  The 
Medallion  incorporates  the  official 
seal  of  the  college.  The  cardinal
